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THE ENGLISH AND FRENCH COMMERCIAL 
TREATY. 

The abrogation of the commercial treaty 
between France and England, will take place 
at the end of the year. Among the changes 
which a good authority thinks are likely to re- 
sult from it are: 

First, a dimunition of England’s exports to 
France, which however, as the exports of 1870 
were in round numbers $56,000,000, while the 
imports (which will not be much, if any, di 
minished), were $186,000,000, will not be so 
serious as it seems; secondly, a rise of from 10 
to 15 per cent. on duty on woolens; third, a 
general rise, probably heavy, on “raw materials” 
and on goods manufactured from them; and 
fourthly, heavy differential dutics on English 
shipping.

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POISONOUS PAPERS. 

1n the ‘‘ Transactions of the Social Science As- 
sociation for 1871,” a paper is printed on the 
atmospheric poisoning of houses by arsenical wall 
covering. which warns us of a danger to the pnb 
lie health likely to be overlooked or forgotten by 
sanitary reformers. The writer says : 

“The fact that nearly all the green coloring now 
in use is arsenical has been indisputably proved by 
eminent analysis. Specimens can be produced of 
pale green papers containing six, nine and even 
fourteen grains of arsenic to the square foot, and 
papers containing only a leaf or line of green in 
the pattern are arsenical and injurious, Yet such 
papers.are to be seen everywhere; in royal pal- 
aces, in the mansions of our nobles and gentry, in 
lodging-huuses, and the homes of the middle and 
industrious classes in town and country. If we

of health, My own experience of the danger of

PAPER PRODUCTION IN EASTERN EUROPE, 

We have recieved the prospectus of a new 
joint-stock company formed recently in the 
city of Vienna for the manufacture of Cellu 
lose (chemically prepared wood-pulp) and pa 
per, which contains an interesting condensed 
review of the present needs of the paper-man- 
ufacturing industries. According to this docu 
ment, the consumption of paper in Europe has 
more than doubled within the last decade, and 
promises to increase at a still more rapid rate, 
while the supply of rags in no wise keeps pace 
with the increased demand for raw material. 
The attention of paper-makers has for along 
time been directed towards a number of differ- 
ent substitutes, among which Juie, Esparto, 
inferior qualities of Flax and Hemp, Straw

number of paper factories; especially since 
the discovery of Tessie du Motay for chemi-

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NEW PAPER-MAKING] INVENTION. 

Mr, J. F. Marshall, foreman of the Falls 
City Paper Mills, has invented an aparatus 
which has long been a desideratum of paper- 
makers, and the value of which will doubtless 
make the inventor comfortable for iife. 

In Fourdrinier puper machines, just as the 
pulp is.passing from the wire webbiog it is sub 
jected to the pressure of a roller which gives 
compactness and-strength to the sheet before 
it goes on to the felt. It is necessary to re- 
move this roller frequently to clean it off, and 
it has hitherto required the labor of two men to 
do it, one at eaoh side of the machine. In lift 
ing it off, and in replacing it, it tore the paper, 
as there was immediate irregularity and resist 
ance to the motion of the endless wire web 
bing. 

Ttis roller is called the ‘* dandy roller,” be- 
cause of the dressing which it gives the paper. 
By the old method, the time consumed to effect 
the cleaning of the ‘‘ dandy ” was ten minutes, 
and the loss in paper by constant tearing was at 
Mr.

Much interest has been taken of late in the 


PROSPECTS. 


state of the weather, and there has been con- 
siderable discussion of the prospects for the 
coming season. Mill owners are particularly 
interested on this subject, as their operations 
depend so largely upon the condition of the 
water in their mill-ponds, and an extended 


drought is usually very damaging to their 
business. 

The weather during 1872 has thus far pre- 
sented a marked contrast to that of the two 
preceeding years, and it would appear as if 
upon the principle of compensation, that 
nature was supplying a balance to the ex- 
treme dryness of those two periods. 

Qhe years 1870 and 1871 were character- 
ized by a rain-fall far less than the general 
average all over the civilized world, and by 
unusual elevations of temperature, due to a 
diminished evaporation from ground. 
This spring has been marked by copious rains

in most parts of the land-surface of the 
globe, so far as heard from, which have 
lasted up to date. There is just now an 
abundance of water all over the country, 
and the probability is that there will be no 
lack of rain, at least for the present. A 
good authority on meterology predicts that 
the coming summer will be spasmodically 
hot, with perhaps a couple of months in 
which but little rain will fall, while it will 
be followed by a wet autumn, somewhat 
similar to that of 1866.

Woon, aT MaANayuNK, Penn.—Unlike the sys- 
tem of Voelter, in Germany, the wood is there 
not only subjected to mechanical, but also to 
chemical treatment.

Notwith 
standing this, the paper made from this pulp 
possesses an extraordinary solidity and tenacity, 
which is not the case with wood-paper manu-

PURIFICATION OF PAPER PuLP—T. Cattal, in 
London, purifies paper-pulp by treating the 
same with a solution of three parts in weight 
of the single or double borate of soda, and one 
part of phosphate of soda. The soda-salt may 
in both cases be replaced by the respective pot- 
ash or ammonia salt. He uses besides for every 
hundred-weight of pulp one litre (1.05 quart) 
benzine, naphta, bi-sulphate of carbon er an- 
other volatile substance not soluble in water, 
but acting solvent on the resins contained in 
the wood. 

To ExTRACT GREASE SPOTS FROM Books OR 
PAPER.—Gently warm the greased or spotted 
part of the book or paper, and then press upon 
it pieces of blotiing paper, one after another, 
so as to absorb as much of the grease as pos- 
sible, Have ready some fine, clear essential 
oil of turpentine heated almost to a boiling 
state, warm the greased leaf a little, and then 
with a soft, clean brush wet the heated tur- 
pentine both sides of the spotted part. By 
repeating this application, the grease will be 
extracted. Lastly, with another brush dippe 
um rectified spirits of wine, go over the place 
and the grease will no longer appear, 
will the paper be discolored.

BLEACHING OF JUTE STOCK FOR PAPER 
MakinG.—The jute is heated for six hours in a 
milk of lime, 500 grammes of quick lime being 
used for every kilogramme of jute, then washed 
with water and afterwards with weak hydro- 
chloric acid (about 2 degrees Baumé). The 
jute is then treated by a warm solution of colo- 
phony (6 kilog.) and calcinated soda (15 kilog. ) 
enough concentrated to give 250 grammes of 
calcinated soda for 500 grammes of jute. This 
operation lasts five hours and after it had been 
done the jute is soaked for about two hours in 
a boiling solution of soda. Rosin and grease 
are by this process completely carried out the 
In order to be bleached the jute is then 
treated by chloride of lime or by permanganate 
of potash.—Duryee’s Polyt. Journal, 1870.

ON SUBSTITUTES FOR RAGS. 


The exportation of paper from England has of 
late not increased in the same ratio as the pro- 
duction, a fact which.we must attribute to the 
erection of paper-mills in the colonies, especially 
in Canoda and Australia, Although over 70,000 
tons of rags are collected yearly in that country, 
7,000 tons of this material were im- 
ported in 1869, the manufacture of paper suffers 
under the same disadvantage there as elsewhere,

These facts explain the increasing demand for
